The jubilee parade, the apergocnies and 
crowning glory of Chicago’s week} of celebra- 
tion, is scheduled to move promptly at 11 
o’clock this morning, starting frdm Congress 
street and Michigan avenue. The only thing 
that can mar the pageant will be continued 
rains. Neither cold nor mud will daunt the 
heroes who fought in the trenches at Santi- 
ago or who endured months of. the hardest 
kind of drill in the hottest sor fof weather 
at Camp Alger or Camp Thomas: 

The enthusiasm of the civilian Participants 
will bring them into line—rain, 4 or sleet— 
and the only people who cannot Be trusted to 
turn out regardless of everythifg else will 
be the spectators, although there will be so 
many thousands of them out ahyhow that 
a paltry 25,000 more or less along the line of 
march will not be missed. Thé skies were 
anxiously regarded last night far s6me sign 
that there would be no rain today, but all 
the evening the dreary: drizzle re the cold 
winds continued. 

At Congress street and Michifan avenue, 
where the head of the column will rest, with 
the right reaching down Mithigan avenue, 
the First and Second Regiment arch has 
been restored. The parade will move urder Itt 
to State street and then north to Randolph, 
There was no lack of life and anipaation 
along this part of the line of’mare¢h last 
night. All the lights were low and the 
crowds were as thick as a se4 of umbrellas 
would permit them to be.

This 
does not include those who sit #t open win- 
dows or on fire escapes and the ledges of 
buildings or the tens of thousdnds of per- 
sons who, standing, will line the streets.

| CORONER’S JURY FINDS 
THAT ARNOLD GIAUQUE 
WAS KILLED IN HOUSE. 


Second Inquest Upsets the Police The- 
ory of Suicide—Verdict Accuses No 
One of the Murder—Witness Peggs 
Is Held. 


The second Coroner’s inquest over the 
body of Arnold Giauque resulted yesterday 
in averdictofmurder. The verdict charged 
no one with the crime. Giauque lived at 
22 South May street, where he was killed on 
the night of Sunday, Oct. 9 The first in- 
quest resulted in a verdict of suicide. Dr. 
E. P. Noel, Coroner’s physician, made an 
examination of Giauque’s body, however, 
and declared the injuries were not self-in- 
flicted. Deputy Coroner Schaefer, who 
conducted the inquest yesterday, is con- 
fident the man was murdered. William 
Peggs, a roomer in the house where Giauque 
was killed, testified at the inquest, as did 
Burt Bush, and Policemen Tracey, Sinsrett, 
and Russell. The police have supported 
the suicide theory, but said last evening 
that they were working on thecase. Peggs

SOLDIERS SHOT 
IN A SALOON ROW 
AT PHOEBUS, VA. 


Regulars from Fort Monroe Engage in 
a Fight and One Is Killed Outright 
and Another Fatally Wounded—Com- 
rades Set Fire to the Building, 


Newport News, Va., Oct. 18.—A riot oc- 
curred at a saloon in Phoebus late tonight. 
‘Five regulars from Fort Monroe were shot, 
one being killed and another mortally 
wounded. No civilians were hurt.

It is understood 
that the men were shot by the proprietor or 
employés of ¢he saloon, which is owned by

Miss Laura Williams Sails for 
England and Will Soon 
Be Married in 
London. 


CEREMONYIN TWO WEEKS 


Commander of the Philippines 


to Leave Paris Long Enough 
to Secure His 
Bride. 


BETROTHAL OF FIVE MONTHS 


Miss Laura Williams, daughter of Nor- 
man Williams, and granddaughter of the 
late Judge John Dean Caton, is journeying 
over the Atlantic on the Cunard steamship 
Campania to be wedded in London some 
time within the next two weeks to Major 
General Wesley Merritt, Military Governor 
of the Philippine Islands, to whom her en- 
gagement was announced five months ago. 
Miss Williams, with her mother and brother, 
Norman Williams Jr., sailed from New York 
last Saturday for Liverpool. The exact date 
of the wedding will not be settled, it ts sald, 
until the steamer reaches Liverpool, whither 
General Merritt expects to hurry from Paris 
in time to meet the boat. The ceremony will 
be performed in London, but, according to 
relatives of Miss W illiams, few of the de- 
tails had been arranged before the hour of 
sailing. The marriage, they say, will be 
without unnecessary publicity. 


Summer at Rye Beach. 


Since the latter part of June Miss Will- 
lams has been at Little Boar’s Head, Rye 
Beach, where her father has his summer 
home, and aiso at Woodstock, Vt., where Mr. 
Wiliams formerly lived. The family, ex- 
cepting only Miss Williams, left Chicago for 
New England only a few days after the an- 
nouncement of the betrothal. She herself 
remained in Chicago, partly to superintend 
the making of her trousseau, for a month 
after the family had departed for Rye Beach. 

The fact that Norman Williams is still in 
the East, and that neither Miss Laura Will- 
iams nor the other members of her family re- 
turned to Chicago before sailing, accounts 
for the apparent secrecy with which prepara- 
tions for the event have been made. No 
special attempt has been made to keep the 
plans from the public, but there were few 
of the young woman’s Chicago friends who 
suspected the ceremony was so near. They 
had been looking forward to a brilliant mil- 
itary wedding, months away, eéther in Chi- 
cago or at Rye Beach.

JUBILEE GUESTS TAX ROADS. 


Nearly 80,000 Strangers Arrive—Stir- 
face and “ L” Urban Lines Handle 
Close to 1,000,000 Persons. — 


Railroads centering in Chicago had been 
calculating on bringing into the city yester- 
day over 100,000 persons, but owing to the In- 
clement weather they fell nearly 25,000 short 
of expectations. According to the estimates 
of the train people of the various roads close 
upon 80,000 came in up to midnight. Large 
crowds are expected in this morning from 
distances within a radius of 260 miles. The 
suburban lines expect to bring in fully 200,000 
people if the weather is favorable. The in- 
dications, however, are hardly propitious: 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul will have a 
special train from Janesville and will run 
regular trains in sections. The Northwestern 
has made arrangements for eight special 
trains. The Michigan Central will run all 
regular trains in two sections. The Pennsyl- 
vania lines will have an extra section with 
each reguiar train and several specials. The 
Burlington will run specials from all princi- 
pal points between here and the Mississippi 
River. Several special excursions from Mil- 
waukee, Joliet, and other points will come 
in this morning. 

Nearly one million passengers were car- 
ried by the surface and elevated roads dur- 
ing the day. The immense crowds were 
handled by the transportation companies 
‘with little difficulty, however, arrangements 
being ample to the needs of the occasion, 
No serious accidents Were reported. 

The managers of the various lines said 
they were prepared to handle the crowds 
today, no matter what their size. *

Soldiers Who Fought with Miles in Pore 
to Rico Leave New York for 
the West. 


New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.J—The 106 
men of the Third Wisconsin Volunteers wha 
came in on the Minnewaska from Porto Rico 
last evening left for their homes this aftere 
nocn. These men were on furlough from 
their regiment. Part of the men left forthe 
West over the Pennsylvania and others went 
on the Erie. 

The homesick men hoped’ they woulaiel 
ashore when the Minnewaska docked last 
night, but because Governor Hastings and 
other Pennsylvanians wanted to give a dem: 
onstration for the 1,000 Sixteenth Pennsyl- 
vania men who were aboard the entire body 
of men were kept over night on board ship, 
Themen had all been off in Porto Ricé 
and had plenty of money. 

A number of enterprising newsboys and 
venders did a thriving business in pies last 
night. They sold the soldiers five cent pies 
at 50 cents apiece, and were able to disposé. 
of all their stock at that price.

Most of the 
at once went to the nearest restauran 
Many of them wore their slippers which they 
had obtained in Porto Rico, and their feet 
were nearly frozen before they could find 
shoe stores.

« A group of the Thiri Wisconsin men told 
of their exeriences in the Porto Rican cam- 
paign. One of them said: 

“We may not have seen much fighting, — 
but let me say that for an hour before the 
Spaniards retreated at Coamo things were 
just about warm enough to-«uit the most 
warlike. Reports that the Spahiards were 
intrenched at Coamo came thick and faut; 
and General Miles finally ordered us te 
nove on the town. There were three regi-’ 
ments of infantry—the Sixteenth Pennsyl- 
vania, the Secoad and Third Wisconsin—and 
two batteries of light artillery. 

“* We were spread out in a huge crescent, 
with the ends pointing toward the town. 
Owing to the nature of the ground’ we ad- 
vanced in single file. Absolute silence was 
the order. Suddenly, as we reached the 
top of the hill ovwrlooking Coamo, we were 
met by a heavy fire. It was unexpected, 
but the men stood it like regulars. It was 
impossible to form a line of battle, so the 
orders came to fight.Indian fashion, whieh 
we did, loading, firing, taking advantage of 
cover, but all the time pressing onward. The 
Wisconsin boys were on the extreme left.” 

*‘ As the crescent advanced the ends closed 
in and finally joined, exposing the Spaniards 
to an ugly cross fire. 
the Spaniards and those who hadn't already 
retreated threw down their arms. We ca 
tured about 160 officersand men. Our loss in 
the engagement was one killed and five 
wounded, and the Spaniards, as far as we 
could learn, lost about forty killed and 
wounded.

“ T’ve come all the way from Lake Superior 
to see you, General,” said the Captain, as he 
clambered upon the platform. 

“Comrade,” said General Shafter, em- 
bracing him, “‘ we have both fought in the 
best armies of the world.’’ 

Whatever else they said was drowned by 
the cheers of the audience, mingled with 
the strains of the ‘“‘ Star Spangled Banner,”’ 
played by the military band of the First 
Regiment. 

Secretary Wilson Speaks. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson also spoke 
at the First Regiment Armory. He said in 
part: 

“The war with Spain was waged because . 
the highly enlightened people of the United 
States would hot longer tolerate the inhu- 
man practices of Spain upon her colonies at 
our doors. There was no hope or desire of 
profit or of national aggrandizement. It was 
evident from the beginning that the war 
would be expensive, however short; it was 
also evident that disease would attack our 
soldiers, however great might be the pre- 
cautions to prevent it. But these considera- 
tions did not have weight with the American 
people when duty to our neighbor was bal- 
anced against them. 

‘The. American people have been one in 
purpose and sympathy for many years; the 
late war furnishes. historic evidence of it. 
Lee and Wheeler commanded the men from 
the wheat fields of the North; Miles and 
Grant gave orders to the men from the cot- 
ton fields of the South. The valor of those 

who struggled for ideas as they understood 
them from: 1860 to 1865 has become the 
heritage of a happy, prosperous, and united 
people.”’ 

David A. Rose, Mayor of Milwaukee, spoke 
of the future destiny of the United States.

Commander of Army Presented. 
Mr... Roche’s- mention of the President

The General then said: 

**On this day, which you celebrate by as- 
sembling to consider some of the lessons 
of the war with Spain, an event of some 
importance historically is enacting on the 
Island of Porto Rico. Today the sovereign- 
ty of Spain over this island passed into 
the hands of the United States. Today the 
last flag of Spain. was hauled down in the 
City of San Juan and the Stars and Stripes 
were hoisted fn its place. ‘Today the last 
fortification remaining in the hands of the 
Spanish soldiers was surrendered to the 
Uhited States- commissioners. In that is- 
land a practically, unanimous people are 
thanking this countPy for relief from tyran- 
ny and oppression. They are grateful to’ 
the 3,415 American soldiers and bluejackets 
who landed there a few weeks ago and 
wrested control of the island from the Span- 
ish army. I trust that their hopes for par- 
ticipation in our liberties, our laws, our in- 
stitutions, and our prosperity will not be dis- 
appointed. 

Examples of Patriotism. 

During the time that+the mighty West 
has been making such wonderful strides in 
development and prosperity Wwe may have 
thought lightly of our. relations with other 
governments and of the army and the navy, 
which constitute the physical. force of our 


nation, yet during the-last few months we, 


have witnesséd such a grand uprising of the 
stalwart, patriotic, noble, the flower of our 
splendid manhood, crowding the avenues to 
war as to a festival, seeking the front ranks 
of danger, privation, and suffering. What 
is more, we rejoice that this sentiment has 
been universal, extending from the palace 
of the rich to the humblest cot of the lowly. 
It is a glorious fact that the patriotism was 
not confined to any one section or race, for 
the sacrifice, bravery, and fortitude were uni- 
versal. The white race was accompanied, 
by the gallantry. of.the black as they swept 
over intrenched lines: and later*volunteered 
to succor the sick, nurse the dying, and bury 


the. dead in the yellow fever neapitals and

How 
can we prevent the Chinese coolies from 
going to the Philippines, and from there 
swarming into the United States and engulf- 
ing our people and our civilization?

Can we hope to close thé flood gates 
of immigration from the hordes of Chinese 
and the semi-savage races, coming from 
what will then be part of our own country? 
Certainly, if we are to retain the principles 
of law enunciated from the foundation of our 
government no legislation of such a char- 
acter can be expected.”’ 


MEETING IN STUDEBAKER HALL. 


Addresses Delivered by General H. M. 
Duffield and President Northrop 
of University of Minnesota. 


TicKetholders and the public at large were 
on an equal footing at Studebaker Hall, as 
not many more than half the seats were 
taken. Judge Peter 8S. Grosscup presided. 
His utterances in favor of territorial expan- 
sion were enthusiastically cheered. The 
speakers were General Henry M. Duffield of | 
Detroit, Mich., and President Cyrus North- 
rop of the University of Minnesota. Bishop 
Charles E. Cheney was chaplain and H. 8. 
Burkhardt manager of the meeting. Gen- 
eral Duffield spoke, with the feeling born of 
comradeship, of the healing of the nation’s 
wounds in the trenches of Santiago and E! 
Caney. President Northrop directed partic- 
ular attention to the value of the war from 
the sociological point of view, the bridging 
of class distinctions by a common patriotism. , 


General Duffield’s Speech. 

General Duffield was warmly greeted with 
applause as he rose to speak. He said in 
part: 

“The staff of the regular army should be 
modeled on the general plan adopted itn the 
Prussian army and should) be detached from 
the regiments for short periods, at the expira- 
tion of which it should return to the line and 
its place be filled by others. This system of 
selection should be so made as to enable 
every line officer to have the benefit of the 
experience upon the staff. This would tend 
largely to curtail the red tape which has 
grown to such an extent in the present staff 
corps of the regular army. 

‘*In the face of great difficulties the gor- 
ernment, in an .almost incredibly short 
space of time, recruited, equipped, organized, 
and mobilized an army of more thana 
quarter of a million men, destroyed the 
Spanish navy, compelled the surrender of a 
large part of its army, and isin possession 
of Cuba and the Philippines. Had .any 
other nation achieved such results e 
world would still be echoing its glorifica- 
tion. But dn this country, to our shame 
and sorrow, a class far too numerous, js 
, belittling i ey prowess by unfriendly. and | 
‘unjust criticisms of details. By their noisy 
clamor they seek to rob the country of its | 
prestige abroad and dampen the enthusiasm | 
and chill the patriotism of our own people.” 

President Northrop’s Speech. | 

President Northrop’s address followed 
that of General Duffield. The speaker wo 
the approval of the audience at the start. 
He saidin part: . 

“IT am glad peace did not come sooner; we 
all ought to be glad. If peace had come 
sooner we would not have had Porto Rico, 
the Philippines, and Cuba. We have what 
we want now, 80 we meet to hail the fact 
that peace is here. The teachings of Christ 
guide us to peace. That was one of the ele- 
mental points in all his workings, yet the 
man who founds his life on any single scrip- 
tural text must be extraordinarily felicitous“ 
in his selection or expect to be unhappy 
most of the time. 

“The passage which tells us to turn the 
other cheek is a beautiful one, but it is not 
practical in all matters of life. I do not be- 
ped it means that good men are to stand by 

allow thieves and thugs to run the world 
because one of Christ’s teachings was that 
we must love peace. He did not mean that 
we should stand meekly and allow some 
highwayman to strip us of our valuables if 
we had any means of defense. 

‘* This war with Spain proves this nation's 
right to forever assert herself in the affair 
of the world. We will take in Cuba an 
Porto Rico and make her people good and 
true citizens.” 


AT NORTH SIDE TURNER HALL. 


Addresses by Postmaster General Smi 
_and Professor Moore, Chief of the 
Weather Bureau. 


The mass-meeting at the North Side Tu 
ner Hall yesterday afternoon was addressed 
by Postmaster General Charlies WDmory 
Smith and Professor Willis L. Moore, chief 
of the Weather Bureau. Mr. Moore admitted 
that he had not furnished the sort of weather 
that is usually regarded as desirable for 
jubilee purposes, but he said he had warned 
the people of the sort of weather they might 

expect in Chicago in mid-October. 

Mr. Smith in a short speech praised the 
conduct of the war by the national admin- 
istration, saying never before had such a 
victory been .won in the history of all th 
ages. Two Spanieh fleets destroyed andtw | 
Spanish armies captured, he said was a rec- 
ord of the force of arms that had never: 
been approachéd. He commended President : 
McKinley for his conservative course before 
hostilities began and for his vigorous prose- 
cution of the war.

**It remains for us, my friends, to recog- 
nize that we have great problems in peace, 
as we had great problems in war, but I am 
sure I,do not misinterpret the spirit of this 
assemblage when I say that just as you fol- 
lowed .and trusted the President of the 
United States during these trying times, so 
you expect him to lead you in the work of 
peace and to determine what the position 
and attitude of this republic shall be.”’

Two sections of the constitution adopted 
in general convention in Philadelphia in 
October, 1889, -with subsequent amendments, 
were adopied by the House of Deputies to- 
day. These finclude Article 1 of the con- 
stitution, which defines the duties of the 
general convention, the powers of the two 


| houses, and the powers of each. One sec- 
- tion provides that the senior Bishop, in 


order of consecration be presiding Bishop 
of the church. The other was Article 5, 
which provides for new dioceses. This 
article provoked much discussion. In the 
erection of new dioceses it was ruled that 
there must be six self-supporting parishes. 
The phrase ‘‘ self-supporting ’’ was pro- 
posed by the Rev. Mr. Strange of North 
Carolina. Mr. Leightner of Minnesota 
called attention to the fact that if these 
words were adopted the missionary dioceses 
would be kept out. 

Mr. Stetson of New York hoped the ob- 
scurity of the amendment would be removed 
and said that this question caused a de- 
bate of a week’s duration at the convention 
in Baltimore in 1892. 

The Rev. Mr. Taylor of Springfield, a 
member of the Committee on Canons, r 
ported that the committee deemed it inex y 
pedierrt to change the name of the church.

FASHODA TO PEKING. 
Reports regarding the relations of France 


. and England, growing out of the Fashoda 


incident, are of a decidedly contradictory 
character, On the one hand, it is report- 


that France, acting under the advice and 


influence of Russia, will withdraw Mar- 
chand from Fashoda, and endeavor to set- 
tle the differences with England over the 
occupation of the Upper Nile Valley by 
diplomacy instead of the sword; on the 
other, it is represented that both England 
aud France are actively preparing tor 
war. 

Whatever truth there may be in either 
of these statements, there is not less im- 
portance in the report telegraphed by an 
Odessa correspondent of the London 
Standard to the effect that Russia has con- 
‘centrated a force of 40,000 men at Port 
Arthur, in order to be prepared for any 
emergency that may occur at Peking. In- 
directly corroborative of this story there 
comes a statement credited to Japanese 
sources that Sir Claude Macdonald, the 
British Minister at Peking, has notified the 
Chinese government that his own govern- 
ment regards the sovereignty of the empire 
as. appertaining “solely to the Emperor, 
who has been forcibly abducted and de- 
posed; and that he must be restored to 
his position, while Kang-Yu-Wei and the 
other reformers must bé pardoned.” Fail- 
ing in compliance with this, it is added, 
Great Britain will proceed to enforce its de- 
mands. 

While all these stories are to be accept- 
ed with many grains of allowance, there 
is enough of the basis of truth in each to 
give it serious importance. The two re- 
ports regarding the relative positions of 
Great Britain and Russia imply that 
these two powerful governments may be 
brought face to face in a hostile attitude 
over the situation at Peking, in spite of 
the reports from other sources that they 
had come to an agreement on all points 
in which they had been at issue. While 
it is well known the recent revolution at 
Peking, which resulted in the dethronement 
of the Emperor and the substitution of 
the Dowager Empress in his place, was 
a triumph for the Russian policy, it is 
equally notorious that it was a defeat for 
Great Britain—whose interests were 
identified with the reforms which the de- 
throned Emperor had undertaken. A dis- 
agreement as to who is to be recognized as 
the legal sovereign of the Chinese Empire 
cannot fail to involve Great Britain and 


Russia on opposing sides and in a most 


vital manner. 


If, under these circumstances, Russia 


had advised France to submit its claim in 
the Upper Nile Valley to settlement by 
diplomacy, it may be merely for diplomatic 
reasons and with no expectation that it 
will be abandoned altogether. In case of 
an actual collision with Great Britain 
over affairs at Peking, an alliance with 
France would be most acceptable to Rus- 
sia, if not an actual! necessity, though there 
might be strong reasons for delaying the 
crisia as long as possible. At the out- 
set the presence of Wngland’s s-:rong nary 
in Asiatic waters would piace Russia at 
a disadvantage in the attempt to trans- 


port troops and supplies across the Pe-Chi- 
the vicinity of Peking. This would 


affair. But, should a conflict such as that 
now deemed possible finally oceur, there 
is no risk in assuming that not only will 
Great Britain’s pretensions in China and 
in Africa be vigorously attacked, but also 
its possessions in India as well. Already 
there are hints of a possible controversy 
between France and Spain, on the one 
side, and Great Britain, on the other, over 
Morocco, towards which the former have 
been casting covetous eyes for some time 
past. 

A collision between Great Britain and 
Russia, however n, cannot fail to have 
for reaching results. To begin with, con- 
ditions would be. almost certain to be re- 
versed from what they were at the time 
of the Crimean war forty-odd years ago, 
when England and France appeared as allies 
against Russia. Now Russia and France 
would be pretty certain to be in actual 
alliance, while before the contest is ended 
Germany may be found by the side of Eng- 
land and the struggle over Alsace and Lor- 
raine be repeated. In such a contest the 
map of Asia and Africa would not alone be 
linble to change, but that of Europe as 


well. 


NO FOOLING WITH SPAIN. 

At Monday’s session of the Peace com- 
mission in Paris the respective parties for 
the first time came to a direct issue, and 
the Spaniards were made to understand 
unequivocally that they would not be al- 
lowed to shoulder any of Spain’s war debts 
upon the. United States. It was the first 
firm and definite stand taken by our com- 
missioners on a Vital poidt. The Spaniards 
were not allowed to parry, shuffle, or dodge 
the issue, and when they tried to do so by 
suggesting that they would rather give up 
the Philippines than have the Cuban debt 
left on their hands, it is reported, they were 
promptly informed that they would be exr 
pected to relinquish the Philippines irre- 
spective of the Cuban or any other debt. 
That is the right kind of plain talk. 

The Spanish commissioners made a des- 
perate effort to fasten the Spanish debt, 
acquired in trying to crush and annihilate 
the Cubans, upon the United States or 
upon Cuba, as a lien on the island’s future 
income and taxes—after. Spain has va- 
cated it. The Americans stood’by the pro- 
tocol, which simply says that Spain is to 
clear out, bag and baggage, immediately. 
The Spaniar@s quibbled on the point of 
whether or not America accepted the sov- 
ereignty oven the island. They thought 
they would make a shrewd point that if we 
assumed the sovereignty we should algo as- 
sume the debts, while if we disclaimed sov- 
ereignty then the island must bein a state 
of anarchy, having no ruler. This lame bit 
of Spanish logic was meant to lead to the 


conclusion that the people of Cuba should 


assume a mortgage to pay the debt incurred 
by Spain in trying to oppress, ruin, and de- 
stroy them. The diplomatic trick fell flat, 
however, in the presence of blunt Yankee 
diplomacy. The Americans said the United 
States would look out that there was. no 
anarchy in Cuba, though not assuming for- 
mal sovereignty. They also informed the 
Spaniards that this government would see 
that no Spanish debts were saddled on 
either Cuba or the United States. The 
Dons were checkmated at their own game. 

Spain’s commissioners did not offer to 
show that this debt was incurred through 
improvements made in Cuba, such as the 
building of railroads, or the projecting of 
state roads over mountains and ‘through 
morasses, or the draining of great swamps, 
or the execution of sanitary plans for the 
improvement of public health, or the stamp- 
ing out of yellow fever, or anything else 
benefiting the island and its inhabitants. 
They could not make such a claim, for all 
the world would know it to be false. Hence 
no just or necessary mortgage has been cre- 
ated on Cuba, and neither the Cubans nor 
the Americans have any responsibility in 
the matter. Our government has nothing 
to do with paying for Spain’s profligate, 
cruel, warlike expedition to tyrannize over 
and murder the Cubans. It is sheer au- 
dacity for Spain to ask it. 

Failing to get anybody to shoulder their 
worthless bonds or to get us to give up the 
Philippines, the Spaniards threaten to scale 
down the debt they have iniquitously in- 
curred. Let them scale it; that is none of 
our affair. They also threaten to appeal to 
France, as most of these bonds were sold 
to French capitalists. What difference does 
that make to this country? Do the Span- 
iards think that France can force the United 
States at the point of the bayonet to make 
good the money its subjects lent to Spain 
for the prosecution of a nefarious, savage, 
brutal war of murder and extermination in 
Cuba? France will not try any such move 
if it knows what is good for its health. 

Scarcely less definite was the position 
taken by our commissioners upon the Philip- 
pine matter. They threw out a strong hint, 
amounting, in fact, to an announcement, 
that the United States intended to demand 
and take over the whole Philippine group— 
not one paltry island, but all the islands. 
This was not done without the knowledge 
and direction of President McKinley. The 
President has been urged to make this de- 
mand by Admiral Dewey and Major Gen- 
eral Merritt, and by all his chief advisers, 
as well as by the whole mass ofthe Amer- 
ican people. If he did not give Judge Day 
and his fellow-commissioners definite in- 
structions on this point before, his last week 
of close contact with the Western people 
has settled the matter. He is simply fol- 
lowing the wishes of the American people. 
It is gratifying to the whole nation to see 
this wise determination crop out in definite 
action at Paris. 

The path of safety for the American com- 
missioners is the policy of straightforward 
simplicity. Anything short of the demands 
announced at the Monday session would 
make trouble at home and get the govern- 
ment tangled up in future complications.

P History—Year Is Full of Anniver- 
saries of Such Events.

Surely, if we are to establish another na- 
tional heliday, there is no.worthier subject 
for celebration than the majestic progress 
of the American flag: 

To the Editor of the New York Sun—Sir: In 
view of the fact that the Stars and Stripes are to 
float for the first time nationally over Porto Rico 
on Tuesday riext, the 18th of October, why 
shouldn't that date become a red letter in our 
calendar ard be known as National Expansion 
day? Even if we do not adopt the day in this 
part of the United States, the citizens of Porto 
Rico should make it a holiday in that territory. 
What about it? L. J. W. 

Madison Square, New York, Oct. 16 

No doubt that Oct. 18 will always bea day 
of rejoicing in Porto Rico. The inhabitants 
of the island will take care of that. They 
understand the significance of the oc- 
casion and appreciate the benefits that come 
to them along with the flag. Besides, there 
are many fine orators in Porto Rico, in- 
cluding the Hon. Francisco Megia, the elo- 
quent Mayor of Yauco. 

But as to making the day of the flag rais- 
ing in Porto Rico the general holiday upon 
which the whole union shall ‘celebrate for 
all years to come the glorious idea of na- 
tional expansion, let us consider a little. Will 
Oct. 18 mark jn the patriotic calendar the 
first step in the onward march? 

How about Aug. 12, the day of the flag 
raising in Honolulu? Is not that a date worth 
celebrating as a famous day for gational 
expansion?' 

Going back a little further to the an- 
nexation of Alaska, we find a singular fact 
strengthening our correspondent's sugges- 
tion. It was on Oct. 18, 1868, thirty years 
ago tomorrow, that the American flag went 
up at Sitka over more than half a mfilton 
Square miles of new territory. 

Yet a little further into the past of Ameri- 
can history. How about Dec. 30, the day 
on which we acquired in 1853 from Mexico, 
by the Gadsden purchase, almost 50,000 
square miles of new territory? 

How about that  agarye day in 1848 when 
the cession by Spain of the whole of Upper 
California and New Mexico, 545,783 square 
miles of national expansion, was formally 
proclaimed in the Golden State?) 

How about Dec. 29, the anniversary of the 
final acquisition of Texas in 1845: Texas, 
with its contribution of nearly 400,000 square 
miles of new American territory? 

How about July 10, the day on which the 
change of flags occurred at St. Augustine 
in 1821, the Spanish flag departing, ours 
flying to the breeze over Florida? 

Again, how about Dec. 20? That is the 
day on’ which, ninety-five years ago, the 
American flag went up at New Orleans, 
giving us not only the present State of 
Louisiana, but also Arkansas, Missouri, 
Colorado, Oklahoma, Iowa, Nebraska. Ore- 
gon, Washingtom the Dakotas, Montana, 
and Idaho, and rta—mostly the greater 
parts—of Minnesota, Alabama, Mississippi, 
and Kansas. Does any day of the year bet- 

.ter deserve remembrance? That flag rais- 
ing in New Orleans on Dec. 20 more than 
doubled the national domain. 

What day shall be Expansion day? Why, 
the year is full of them.—New York Sun. 


Cleaning Up and Disinfecting San- 
tiago. 


To General Wood's sagacidus and states- 
man-like purposes and plans concerning 
public education in Santiago particular at- 
tention has already been called in these 
columns. As reports of his administration 
in that long misgoverened district multiply 
they furnish ample and gratifying evidence 
‘that there is no requirement of comfortable 
existence within the sphere of his command 
which is not receiving his assiduous care 
amd to which he ts not equal. The latest 
dispatch from Santiago says that ‘‘ General 
Wood is indefatigable, in sun and rain alike. 
He is here, there, and everywhere. The re- 
sult of his labors is apparent in every 
branch of the service, civil and military.” 
General Wood's record in the employment 
of the United States was a strong guarantee 
that such would be the character of his 
administration in Cuba, and it was because 
of that record that he was assigned to the 
arduous, complicated, and extremely re- 
sponsible task which he is performing with 
perfect devotion and admirable skill. 

The first duty that he took up was the 
cleansing of Santiago. It was a deposit of 
long-accumulating filth. Hts streets and 
habitations were in a state shocking to the | 
sensibilities even of Americans hardened 
to the worst conditions existing in our most 
carelessly governed cities. What he has al- 
ready accomplished in that direction is 
shown in the fact, astonishing and indeed 
hardly explicable in spite of all that is known 
to have been done, that during the first half 
of this month the death rate averaged only 
ten a day, against an average of 183 deaths 
daily during the same period of last year. 
The process of matertai civilization is simi- 
larly going forward at all points. The city 
has long been the criminal depository of the 
province, where prisoners have been main- 
tained in idleness that was costly to the 
peopje and ruinous to themselves. General 
Wood has now arranged to have the 300 
inmates of the Santiago jail set to work 
building roads for the city. Neglect had 
well-nigh ruined a water supply once ample 
and excellent. General Wood is cleaning 
out the reservoirs, which were half filled 
with sand and rubbish, and repairing the 
broken conduits, and expects goon to have 
an abundant supply of pure water. In short, 
his keen Intelligence and restfess activity 
pe rapidly converting Santiago into a model 
city. 

Now, it seems to us that this example of 
American fidelity and efficiency in discharg- 
ing new and grave responsibilities beyond 
the borders of the United States should 
encourage those despondent citizens at home 
who are continually asserting that this 
country possesses neither the conscience 
nor the capacity essential to the government 
of alien lands and populations, if indeed they 
are willing to take a more cheerful view. 
Have they any reason to believe or any 
warrant for imagining that General Wood 
is doing -his work too well to suit his 
superiors in Washington, and Is in danger of 
being replaced by a shiftless, ignorant, and 
dishonest successor? Is there not, indeed, 
every reason to believe that it is the purpose 
of the government to employ similar talents 
and character in the achievement of similar 
results wherever the events of the last six 
months may establish our jurisdiction? 
Even the most indefatigable croakers will 
find it difficult to avoid taking notice of 
one fact bearing upon this question—namely: . 
that Colonel Waring has gone to Havana 
under a commission fromthe government 
to investigate sanitary conditions there and 
elsewhere in the island, and to report the 
most effective mode of reforming them.— 
New York Tribune.

Since 
1872 the United States has more than quad- 
rupled her production of cotton, and during 
the same period the price has fallen to about 
one-fourth what it was in that yean In 
1872 the cotton crop of the United States was 
1,348,084,000 pounds, with an average pricé 
of 22.19 cents a pound; in 1898 the crop is 
reported at 5,687,000,000 pounds, with an 
average price of 6.23 cents gq pound. During 
the same period cotton manufactured into 
prints fell from 7.88 cents per yard to 217 
cents. 
While this enormous increase was taking 
place in America there was no decrease in 
any part of the world. 
produced 70 per’ cent of the cotton of the 
work); today it produces 85 per cent of the 
cott of the world. It is apparent from 
these figures that the cotton supply has it- 
creased out of ratio with the increase @ 
population and consuming power, and there- 
fore we need look no further for an explana- 
tion of the low prices prevailing today.

|OUR TERRITORIAL EXPANSION. 


“The Tribune” Indorsed by 
Democrats—Timely Letter from 
Colonel A. M. Woolfolk. 


Chicago, Oct. 8.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
-Although & lifelong Jeffersonian Demo- 
crat, I heartily indorse Tug Trisune in its 
able advocacy of territoriai expansicn. Na- 
tions, in cOMmon with the entire animal 
and: vegetable kingdoms, begin to decay 
when they cease to grow. 

The same arguments now made against 
territorial expansion could have been urged 
with greater force a hundred years ago 
against any expansion beyond the limits of 
the thirteen original colonies. Then our 
vast Western empire was an unexplored 
wilderness, filled with savages more or less 
hostile. But the sages of that period did 
not hesitate on that account to make the 
Louistana purehase from France, nor did 
our fathers hesitate fifty years ago to wrest 
from Mexico Texas, Arizona, California, and 
New Mexico. 


Who will say that "this extension of ter-* 


ritory has not proved beneficial to our coun- 
try, to mankind, and even.to the savages? 

This vast Western wilderness has been 
rescued from barbarism and dedicated to 
freedom. It has become a hive of industry 
and the granary of the world. The savages 
who have attempted to obstruct the onward 
march of progress and civilization have been 
or will be crushed, while those having ca- 
pacity to recognize the inevitable have gone 
upon reservations and become the wards of 
the government. Thus has the problem of 
— with savage races been properly set- 
tled. ! 
And now, when railroads and steamships 
have virtually blotted out distance, why 
should we not extend our empire to the 
islands of the sea and work out the same 
problem there in favor of liberty and a high- 
er civilization? ° 

Unlike the ancient empires, we carry good 
government and liberty wherever we carry 
the flag. Rome for 500 years extended her 
conquests, until, in the eloquent words of the 
historian, ‘‘ her bannered eagle saluted the 
sun as it wheeled over the flashing waters 


of the great Euphrates, and only bade ita | 


lingering farewell as it sank behind the cold 
and stormy cliffs of Albinn.’’ But Rome com- 


mitted the fatal blundér of extending con- 


quest without extending liberty. She re- 
stricted the right of suffrage to the people 
of Ttaly and ruled her conquered provinces 
by ‘force. This engendered hostility and led 
to the ultimate overthrow of the empire. 
But from the beginning our system of 
dealing with the Territories has been pa- 
ternal. The national government has al- 
ways treated them as infant Stetes, only 
awaiting the progress of development be- 
fore being admitted to all the privileges of 
full grown maturity. As soon as there was 
adequate population the law of Congress 
provided for the election of a Legislature by 
the people of the Territory and the appoint- 
ment by the President of a Territorial Gov- 
ernor, Secretary, and three Judges. The 


Territorial Legislature could enact any laws 


not in conflict with the constitution or the 
laws of Congress thepeunder. The chief 
defect of the system consisted in giving the 
Judges appellate as well as original juris- 
diction. The three Judges consequehtly not 
only tried all cases in law and equity, but 
also sat as a supreme court to decide upon 
appeals from their own decisions. This de- 
fective system clothed each of the Terri- 
torts] Judges with almost absolute judicial 
power 2nd cause about the only dissatis- 
faction which existed in the Territories. It 
was not surprising that some abuses should 
arise under such circumstances. It was to 
get rid of this defective judictal system that 
Nevada and other sparsely settled Terri- 
tories secured admissjon as States into the 
union. 

It may be inferred from the statements 
attributed to Senator Cullom that Hawaii 
does not desire statehood, but will be con- 
tent wlth local self-government in its fullest 
and best sense. In fact, if communities are 
clothed with full power to make their own 
local laws subject only to the constitution 
of the United States, and if they have courts 
properly constituted to expound and enforce 
the laws so enacted, it is doubtful whether 
any otber system of government could give 
any greater security to person and property, 
the chief object of government. 

Statehood would involve parficipation in 
national as well as local discussions. It 
would also open up seats in the national 
Senate to ambitious citizens. But the great 
masses of Cubans, Filipinos, and Porto 
Ricans, like those of Hawaii, would natur- 
ally feel but little interest in such discus- 
sions or honors. 

From a moral point of view, it may be 
said that the only way to elevate an inferior 
race is to clothe it with restricted self-gov- 
ernment, guarding the right of suffrage with 
property or educational qvtalifications, or 
both. What our territorial system, with 
all its imperfections, has done for the greas- 
ers of New Mexico and Arizona, what the 
kindly influence of free institutions has done 
for the negroes of the South and the red men 
of the wilderness, it will do for the Cubans, 
the Porto Ricans, and the people of the 
Philippines. To clothe a man with the priv- 
ilege of local’ self-government is to elevate 
and civilize him. The mere fact that.such 
privilege ts made attainable upon fulfillment 
of conditions, furnishes him an incentive for 
self-improvement, and the next generation 
will see the same upward tendencies in the 
populations of Cuba, Porto Rico, and the 
Philippines as has been manifested else- 
where under the American flag. 

The chief objection urged to territorial 
expanision is one of expense. Our paltry 
standing army of 28,000 would necessarily 
be increased ta 100,000. Our navy should 
also be increased. Instead also of strictly 
minding our own business and raising corn, 
wheat, pork, and beef for the markets of the 
world as heretofore, we must step.to the 
front and wield a potential influence in favor 


‘of liberty and a higher civilization upon this 


continent and throughout the world. Butin 
doing this we but fulfill our God-given mis- 
sion. Shall we refuse to do it? If so, let 
our churches stop sending out missionaries 
to the heathen, for the influence of the flag, 
unfurled over these inferior peoples, would 
do more for liberty, civilization, and Chris- 
tianity in a single decade than woukdé all the 
missionaries. of the world in a score of 
years. We do not mean to disparage the 
labors of the missionaries, but to emphasize 
the moral effects of territorial expansion. 

* But as to the expense. A standing army 
of 100,000 men would be but little more 
than 1 per cent of our population of 70,000,- 
000. This population also will be doubled in 
the next quarter of a century if we con- 
tinue to increase as we have done in the 
past. 

And it may be asked where shall we find 
an outlet for this teeming population unless 
we seek it in thé fertile islands of the Car- 
ribean Sea and the far away Pacific. The 
West no longer furnishes the fleld for en- 
terprise that it did in the past. Our popu- 
lation will follow the flag, and before an- 
other quarter of a century these islands 
of the sea will have become civilized and 
largely Americanized. And why not in- 
crease our army and navy and furnish a 
new field for our growing and chivalric pop- 
ulation? Europe maintains on a peace foot- 
ing an army of between 4,000,000 and 6,000,- 
000. If it was disbanded and forced to seek 
employment as laborers it would be a seri- 
ous calamity. It would unsettle industry 
and vastly “Increase, the army of tramps 
throughout the world. As a rule soldiers 
prefer their occupation to any other. They 
would rather fight than work. Organized 
into armies they maintain order and peace. 
Disbanded they would become a fruitful 
source of disorder, cheapening labor by in- 
creased competition, and filling our poor- 
houses and jails. Let the army be increased 
in the interest of labor if for no other reason.

Directors Decide Upon Liqui- 
dation for the German 
National. . 


ITS EX-PRESIDENT FAILS. 


A. Groetzinger & Sons Confess to 
Judgments for Large 
Amounts. 


SAY DEPOSITORS ARE SAFE. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The 
German National Bank at the corner of 
Sixth avenue and Wood street, this city, will 
not open its doors tomorrow morning. 

The suspension closely follows the failure 
this afternoon of A. Groetzinger & Sons, 
Allegheny tanners, the senior member of 
which firm was, until recently, President 
of the German National Bank. 

At a meeting of the Board of Directors held 
at 6 o'clock this evening the following notice 
was drawn up and ordered to be posted on 
the doors: 


Resolved, That after a thorough examination 
by the bank examiner, clearing-house committee 
and directors of bank, all “po unanimously of 
the opinion that the bank is solvent, that, owing 
to the.fact that a portion of the assets are not 
immed:itely available, that under the advice of 
all it seems best to close the bank for the equal 
protests of all depositors and go into voluntary 
iquidation, and the full assurance that at ‘an 
date we will be able to pay all its depositors

in full; therefore, the bank is, clos and the 
directors hereby recommend as Liquidation com- 


H. Myers, H. H. Niemann, A. Freuen- 
heim. 


Statement by President Myers.

It was 
alleged he loaned vast sums of money onin- 
sufficient security, impairing the bank’s capi- 
tal, and that this led to his resignation. 

The Pure Beer company, it is alleged, was 
loaned $90,000, and the Allegheny Record, an 
afternoon newspaper, $50,000, on the stocks 
of the respective corporations. This securi- 
ty, itas alleged, was insufficient.

TURNS HIS BACK ON HIS TICKET.

SETBACK TO STRIKERS. 


INJUNCTION AGAINST CLEVELAND 
STRIKING WIRE WORKERS. 


Former Employes of American Steel 
and Wire Works Are Emphatically 
-Enjotned from Interfering with 
Company’s Plant and Its Non-Union 
Employes — Employers and Their 
Men Must Have Unobstracted Ac- 
cess to Their Works. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 18.—[§pecial.]—Judge 
Hammond of Tennessee, sitting with Judge 
Augustus J. Ricks in the United States 
Cireuit Court, today issued a Sweeping in- 
junction against the strikers of the Ameri- 
can steel and wire works. The former 
employés of the company are by the de- 
cision enjoined from interfering with the 
operation of the company’s plant. 

Judge Hammond overruled the motion of 
the defendants to have the case dismissed 
and then submitted a statement of facts 
brought out in the evidence and read his 
opinion. 

“The question before this court,” said 
Judge Hammond, “is will the maintenance 
of this strike by the defendants illegally 
disturb the business of the plaintiff com- 
pany and injure it by unlawful acts of vio- 
lence and intimidation of outside laborers 
or ‘scabs,’ as they are called? 

‘*‘Even ‘scabs’ and their employers have 
rights which the strikers are bound to re- 
spect. 
is an unobstructed access to 
where the work is to be done. 

“Nor is this freedom of access at all 
inconsistent with any right the strikers 
have to use the same streets and highways 
for the lawful conduct and maintenance of 
their strike by intercepting any one going 
to work in their place, for the purpose of 
peaceful entreaty or argument against sup- 
planting them. 

‘One authenticated instance that the 
strikers, after meeting a single ‘scab’ or 
@ group of them, had stood aside and al- 
lowed them to enter the mill, after argu- 
ment had falled to convince, would be worth 
more as evidence, showing the good faith 
of the strikers, than all the affidavits filed 
in this case. 

‘The freedom to contract in business is 
a constitutional freedom, which not even 
State Legislatures can impair. 

“The defense that the plaintiff is a trust 
was sufficiently disposed of at the hearing. 
If it be a trust it should be none the less 
odious now than before the strike began. 

“The whole fallacy of the defense against 
this bill,’’ declared the court, ‘“‘ lies in mis- 
apprehension of the character of that force 
and violence which all agree is per- 
mitted in the conduct of a strike. Physical 
battery’ and assault are not necessary. 
The most potential force or violence may 
exist without lifting a finger. .The plan 
adopted here was a most substantial ex- 
hibition of force by keeping near the mills 
large bodies. of men to be used for obstruc- 
tion if required. Such a force would be 
violence and within the prohibition of the 
law and its exhibition should be enjoined.”’ 

The court stated that the injunction would 
apply to all parties, whether they were 
named as defendants or not, and to any 
who may hereafter violate the provisions 
of the injunction.

Report from Paris American 
Commission Has Issued 
an Ultimatum. 


WILL TAKE UP NO DEBT. 


Washington Story Asserts Mn- 
nicipal Indebtedness Will Be 
Assumed. 


TAKE CONTROL DECEMBER 1. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK JOUR- 
NAL. ] 

Paris, Oct. 18.—It is announced tonight that 
the American Peace Commissioners have 
given the Spanish until tomorrow at sunset 
to agree that Spain: shall evacuate Cuba, 
the United States not to assume or guarantee 
one dollar of the so-called Cuban debt. - 


Will Accept Municipal Debt. 

New York, Oct. 18.—[Special.]J—A _ dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says: 
“The United States will accept the indebt- 
edness of the Cuban municipalities, but 
will not agree to pay or guarantee any por- 
tion of the general Cuban debt. 

“This statement was made today by the 
highest authority in Washington at this 
time. There can be no doubt as to its cor- 
rectness. 

“By this recession from the original in- 
structions to the American commission the 
Spanish commission has won the first vic- 
tory. The instructions to the American com- 
mission were that they were not to con- 
sider or discuss the question of the Cuban 
or Porto Rican debt. 

“The debt of the municipalities of Cuba 
will be prorated among the municipalities 
when a permanent government estab- 
lished. In making this concession the 
Americans were actuated by a desire to 
protect American interests. The water 
works, electric lighting plants, an@ other 
municipal improvements were largely con- 
structed by American capital, the bonds be- 
ing guaranteed by the Spanish government. 

** According to the same high authority 
the American commission at Paris has been 
instructed to demand that the provisions of 
the prdtocol regarding the evacuation of 
Cuba be carried ov to the letter. No de- 
viation will be permitted. The United States 
will demand formal possession of the island 
not later than Dec. 1 and will assume con- 
trol of the island.”’ 


Two Commissions Dine Together. 

Paris, Oct. 18.—General Horace Porter, 
the United States Ambassador, gave a ban- 
quet this evening at the American Embassy 
to the United States and Spanish Peace 
Commissioners. The banqueting room was 
elaborately hung with tapestries and armor 
and flowers were in profusion. 

The meeting of the two commissions at the 
same table is a notable event here and bor- 


rows special interest from the semi-predic- 
tion of the Paris correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times that the Spanish Commissioners 
would not meet their opponents at dinner 
under the roof of the American Embassy.

Then it points to 
Spain as pleading for arbitration where the 
commissions do not agree, and says:

Spain has nothing to do 
but to give way nobly to the hard laws of 
war, as a fresh humiliation would be certain 
to follow Sefior Sagasta's non-success 
against the grasping disposition of the 
United States.’’

** It is still thought that a tribunal of arbi- 
tration will alone settle the disputes.”’ 

The Journal des Debats thinks the United 
States should compel the Cuban government 
to assume the debt.

Mrs. Robert Hall-Wiles Addresses 

| First Federation Meeting in Cen- 
tral Music Hall — Says Humanity 

 Forbids Return of War’s Fruits to 
Spain—Mayor Late in His Speech of 
Welcome — Organizations Declare 
for International Arbitration. 


Two thousand women, representatives of 
clubs in all parts of the State of Illinois, were 
given an opportunity yesterday afternoon at 
the first session of the Illinois Federation of 
Woman’s Clubs to express their views on 
national expansion, and they declared for 
the retention of colonial possessions. 

In the course of her address as President 
of the State federation Mrs. Robert Hall 
Wiles said: 

“The war whose close we thus commem- 
orate has been so brief as to make scarcely 
an impression on the daily life of our reo- 
ple, and yet it has altered permanently the 
course and destiny of America. Every con- 
sideration of humanity forbids the return of 
the Philippines to their old taskmasters. 
The responsibilities for the peaceful civili- 
gation of all these islands is thus unexpect- 
edly thrust on us, and we must accept it as 
we have met the responsibilities of the past. 
I have no sympathy with the doubters who 
would refuse the task as beyond our powers. 
We can do anything that duty calls us to do.” 

The applause from the floor and galleries 
of the crowded hall spoke for the opinions 
of the thousands of club women 


Mayor Late in Arriving. 
The federation was seated for its first ses- 


‘gion by 2 o’clock. Everything was ready 


for Mayor Harrison-to tell the women that 
they are welcome to Central Music Hull,.

WHEAT TRADE ERRATIC. 


CHARACTER OF EXPORTS CALLED 
IN QUESTION, 

Cenditions So Unsettied There Is « 
Quick Response to News on Either 
Side of the Market — Foreigners 
Said to Be Reselling, Which Has a 
Weakening Effect on the December 
Delivery — Bullish Tone in Corn— 
Former Oats Buyers Turn Sellers. |

There were a great many things in yes- 
terday’s wheat market which were puzzling 
to the trade. It was a strong market, but 
decidedly erratic. It opened up irregularly 
at an advance of %c 
to 5¢c, dipped to with- 
in \%c of the close on 
Monday, and closed 
strong at pracically 
the high point of the 
day and at a net ad- 
vance of Ye. The 
foreign demand is the 
main consideration, 
and it was in regard 
to this that there were 
a number of peculiar 
December Wheat Range. developments. In the 
first place the bulk of the export business 
seems to be done at the present time by a 
single house, which is sending out all sorts 
of bullish dispatches, while the other ex- 
porting concerns are rather disposed to 
discredit the demand and are sending out 
dispatches telling of foreigners reselling 
and hinting that a great deal of what has 
been announced as export buying has been 
simply speculative business. The early re- 
ports from New York confirmed considera- 
ble new business and said that prospects 
were good for liberal engagements for the 
day. The principal reason for the decline in 
December wheat to 65c was the announce- 
ment of foreigners reselling. The rally be- 
fore the close was due to several considera- 
tions. In the first place there was apparent- 
ly a general desire on the part of shorts to 
even up over the holiday. New York ad- 
vanced to a premium of 7%4c over Chicago, 
and a cable telling of damage by frostin the

‘Argentine encouraged buying. It is a nervous, 


erratic market, in which sentiment is easily 
made on either side. The opening prices 
were influenced unquestionably by the curb. 
A price as high as 65%c was quoted, but 
peopie with wheat to sell had difficulty in 
getting OS4ec. Liverpool was up sharply, ac- 
cording to the 1:30 cables, and at the close 
futures were up %d to I%d. Continental 
cables were rather easy and were taken 
as indicating increased offerings of Rus- 
sian wheat. Any data regarding the Rus- 
sian crop is sought for eagerly, as it Is as- 
sumed that the recent free buying by for- 
eigners has been due to alarm over the 
Russian situation. 


Available Increase Less than Expected 
The available supply increase of 4,737,000 


‘bu was less than expected and had a bull- 


ish influence in the pit, although no one 
had a clear idea as to just what it meant 
or what period is was supposed to cover. 
Clearances were small at the equivalent of 
890,000 bu, while primary receipts were 50 
per cent greater than a year ago. The 
Northwest had 1,447 cars, against 1,130 a 


year ago, and is not as yet showing the 


effect of bad weather on movement of grain. 
Local receipts were 347 cars, against 220 
expected, 273 a week ago, and 203 a year ago. 
Contract stocks increased during the week 
75,000 bu. The important pit trading was 
the selling at the opening by Schwartz- 
Dupee and Raymond-Pynchon, and later on 
by Gifford, who followed the market down 
to the low point. The corn market was 
strong enough to be a bullish influence in 
wheat. The action of the cash wheat mar- 
ket here was one of the things which opera- 
tors could not understand. Even with 
futures selling up to call price, the demand 
for sample wheat was slack and all the 
grades except the choicest averaged about 
44c lower than on Monday. 

‘In corn buying was by the same people 
who have been on the bull side for several 
days. Bartlett, Pringle, and Comstock 
were all conspicuous. The freest selling 
was by the elevator people, and by eom- 
mission houses, lead by Logan.

INSURANCE AFPAIRS, 


Insurance men, it is expected, will make a 
st effort at the coming session of Congress to 
secure the passage of a bill for national supervi- 
sion. Managers are unreservedly in favor of fed- 
eral supervision. With national supervision, they 
say, irresponsible companies would have no chance 
for imporing on the people with ‘‘ fake "’ policies, 
and the better class of companies feel, therefore, 
that it is to the interest of insurers. 

President Batterson of the Travelers’ Insurance 
company, on being interviewed on the subject in 
New York, expressed himself as follows: 

** All insurance is a part of interstate commerce, 
or it is a part of foreign commerce. Commerce is 
not u essarily confined to a shipload of goods 
on the Righ seas, but it is a shipment from one 
State to another. It is intercourse, free and unin- 
terrupted, between the people. Of course, the 
various States have certain police rights and regu- 
lations which cannot be interfered with, and until 
Congress legisiates and opens the way for the 
Supreme Court to deal with the matter asa federal 
question nothing can be done. The eviis of the 
present systom, however, are becoming intolerable, 
and something must be done to do away with the 
present State insurance departments and the band 
of ‘road agents” which are going about harass- 
ing the companies. For a State to revoke the li- 
cense of a company because it removes a case 
from a State court to the United States court is 
an absolute violation of the privileges accorded 
by the constitution of the United States to all 
cltizens. Yet companies are constantly threatened 
with such action in the West.”’

One manager said: ** While it is customary with 
certain stateemen to denounce the fire insurance

When Northwestern becomes mysterious

wasn't either a player, trainer, coach, rub- 
ber, water carrier, or some one officially con- 
nected With either the C. A. A. or North- 
wes:ern tootball management. 

Even the trees around the field were guard- 
ed, and the village constabulary chased 
those who were anxious enough to seek in- 
formation concerning the team by climbing 
trees for it to a safe distance, and they were 
not allowed to get farther up than the first 
branches before they were hustled down and 
to a safe distance from the fences. 

Northwestern has something up its sleeve 
and it intends to keep it there until Saturday 
afternoon, when it will be turned loose 
agaynst Mr. Stagg’s maroon-legged playcrs 
It is hinted that one of the secrets of North- 
western is a method of blocking kicks, and 
it needs that secret. 

Protected by the closed gates of Sheppard 
Fiela, Evanston police, and Max Beutner 
the C. A. A. and Northwestern yesterday 
afternoon did battle, and Northwestern won 
on a fluke by a score of 4 to 0. 

The C. A. A. got ready to play Har- 
vard and Yale and Northwestern to play Chi- 
cago. Both sides said they were well satis- 
fied. Northwestern had again fractured a 
college conference rule, although the secrecy 
kept an outright rupture of the rule from 
being possible. 

Following is the game as described by a 
spectator whe was present as an assistant 
to one of the teams: 


Told by a Spectator. 

The game was one of the best exhibitions 
of football that have been seen on Shep- 
pard Field for several years. On the part 
of C. A. A. A. it was nothing but clean 
and straight playing, but Northwestern has 
been learning a number of néw tricks and 
worked them one after another for good 
gains. The teams were well matched and 
the play was exceptionally clean. The pur- 
ple seemed to realize that it was nothing 
more than a pracgice for both elevens, and 
there was not a single exhibition of dirty 
football. 

Hard playing was the order of the day. 
The ball in the entire forty minutes of play 
was within twenty-five yards of the cen- 
ter, except when either of the teams punted 
or when one of the men made some long 
run, but even then it was rushed back ina 
few minutes. Both of the elevens were in 
splendid physical condition and time was 
taken out rarely. 

But one man of e!ther team had to leave 
the field and when the players gathered 
around the training table after the contest 
not one of them seemed any the worst for 
the hard test they had been through. 

Chicago won the toss and kicked off. 
Wellington sent the oval flying deep into 
Northwestern's territory and Perry brought 
it back to the thirty-yard line. There was 
considerable fumbling and off side between 
the two teams, but always near the center 
of the field. Both of the teams played good 
line games and each was able to hold the 
other for downs.

JURY FINDS RICE NOT GUILTY. 


Motion of Salem Doctor’s Counsel to So 
Instruct Is Granted and He 
‘Is Freed. 


Salem, IIl., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—The trial 
of Dr. George H. Rice, charged with the 
murder of his wife, which began here in the 
Circuit Court on Monday of last weck, came 
to an abrupt end this afternoon. 

On the conclusion of the testimony for the 
prosecution this forenoon the attorneys for 
Dr. Rice made a motion that the jury be in- 
structed to return a verdict finding him not 
guilty. After hearing the arguments on said 
motion Judge Ames granted it and Dr. Rice 
was a free man. 

The result caused a great demonstration in. 
the courtroom and Dr. Rice was visibly af- 
fected, manifesting his joy by shedding 
tears. He shook hands with the jurors and 
Was congratulated by his relatives and 
friends. 

The decision of the Judge was generally 
regarded as warranted by the evidence, and 
the jurors without exception stated that the 
verdict which they so returned by his in- 
struction met their approbation. 

The several suits which Dr. Rice had tn- 
stituted against the insurance companies 
were continued until the January term of 
court, and the attorneys for the companies 
state that they will fight the cases just the 
same as if the trial of Dr. Rice had been per- 
mitted to proceed and the jury had decided

be found upon the evidence produced, my 
heart would dictate that I set aside that 
verdict and grant the defendant a new trial. 
The court instructs the jury to find the 
defendant not guilty.”

Inhuman Treatment of Three Iowa | 


OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GANG OF TICKET COUNTERFEITERS 
IS RUN OUT OF CHICAGO, 


| Believed to Have Gone to St. Louis— 
Alton Conductor Confiscates an Al- 
tered Pasteboard and This Leads to 
the Discovery of the Swindling Op- 
erations — St. Louis, Peoria and 
Northern Road to Extend Its Lines 
and Build into This City. 


Passenger officials are agitated over the 
discovery that a regularly organized gang 
of counterfeiters and forgers has been sup- 
plying the scalpers here with altered tickets. 

A week or two ago Conductor Junod of the 
Alton confiscated three local card tickets 
originally reading ‘* from Chicago to Joliet,’’ 
but cleverly altered to read ‘* Chicago to 
East St. Louis.”’ 

General Passenger Agent Chariton, 
through the Police department of Chicago, 
traced this alteration to a gang of counter- 
feiters and contidence men which.had.just 
commenced its operations in this city. 

The counterfeiters took alarm and fled. 
It is stated they are now in St. Louis, Mo., 
on their way to work Western cities. 

In a circular to conductors, General Pas- 
senger Agent Charlton cautions them to be 
careful in examining all tickets presented to 
them, particularly tickets reading out of 
Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas City, or Peoria 
to other terminal! points and to and from ihe 
larger and more important intermediate 
towns and cities on the line of his road. 

Chairman Caldwell of the Western Passen- 
ger association has also issued a circular 
suggesting that conductors on all roads be 
cautioned to watch tickets reading out of 
commercial centers where scalpers are lo- 
cated, and, in the event any altered tickets 
are found, full information be secured from 
passengers as to where the tickets were 
secured. 

Negotiations are said to have been con- 
cluded in New York looking to the extension 
of the St. Louis, Peoria and Northern road 
from Peoria to Clinton and Chicago. The 
parties in contro! of the road will commence 
at once the construction of an extension of 
their line from Peoria to East Clinton, a dis- 
tance of 100 miles, where connection will be 
made with the Chicago and Northwestern 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
Arrangements have also been made for the 
construction of some important branches, 
including one to Chicago, a distance of 150 
miles, from Peoria. 

Construction of the St. Louis, Peoria and 
Northern was commenced in 1890, and when 
the CHnton and Chicago extensions are com- 
pleted the entire system will embrace 515 
miles. It will constitute another Chicago- 
St. Louis line, competing with the Alton, 
Wabash, and INinois Central, and will give 
the Chicago and Northwestern and Milwzu- 
kee roads a direct line from Chicago to 8t. 
Louis.

CHECKMATE ANARCHISTS. 


Constantinople, Oct. 18.—The Emperor and. 
‘Empress of Germany arrived here today. | 
‘At 8:30 a. m. the German imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern, accompanied by the German 
warships Hela and Hertha,.and the Sultan’s 
yacht Izzedin, with the Turkish Imperial 
commission on board, and followed by a 
number of special steamers chartered by 
members of the German colony or conveying 
sightseers, appeared off old Seraglio Point, 
and the guns of Selimich Barracks thun- 
dered a salute. The Hela followed with a 

' return salute and the Turkish batteries 
ashore and the guardship off Tophaneh 
promptly responded. 

The Hohenzo!lern anchored at 8:45 a. m. 
off Dolmabagtohe Palace, with the Hertha 
and Helva above and below. Soon after- 
wards the Emperor and Empress entered 
the Hohenzoliern’s long boat and were 
rowed to the palace landing stage, where 
they were received by the Sultan, who was 
surrounded by a brilliant suite. 


Animated Scene. 

The scene was most animated. Crowds of 
spectators thronged the approaches to the 
Dolmabagtohe Palace during the salutes and 
shouted a welcome to their Majesties, which 
Was answered by the “ Hoch” of the Ger- 
man sailors. 

The meeting between the Sultan and his 
guests was most cordial. The Sultan warmly 
shook hands with the Emperor and Empress, 
and offering his arm to the Empress he led 
the way to a pavilion of the palace, where 
the party had a brief rest. 

Another royal salute and the imperial band 
playing the German natignal anthem an- 
nounced to the crowds assembled outside 
that their Majesties were coming out of the 
palace grounds.

KILLS TWU AT ST. ANNE. 


EMIL CHINIQUY AND WIFE THE VIC- 
TIMS OF A MURDERER. 
Pockets and Bureau Drawers Search- 
ed by the Slayer, but Theories Dit- 
fer as to the Motives for the Crime 
Marauder Leaves a Trace That 
May Result in Detection—Blood- 
hounds from Indiana to Be Put on 
the Trail of the Murderer. 


Kankakee, lll., Oct. 18.—[Special.]—Some 
‘time last night or early this morning Emil 
Chiniquy and his wife were killed at st. 
Anne by some person whose identity re- 
mains undiscovered. They were found ly- 
ing near each other upon the floor of one 
of the iower rooms, their heads crushed in 
by some heavy instrument. Robbery is put 
forward by many and scouted by others as 
the motive of the crime. / 

The crime was discovered at 7:30 o'clock 
this morning by Rudolph Chiniquy, the 20- 
year-old son of the murdered couple. Young 
Chiniquy slept up-stairs. In that part of the 
house were Mrs. Renee Marcottee and her 
two daughters, intimate friends of the 
Chiniquys, with whom they were spending 
the night. 

None of the persons who occupied rooms 
in the second story heard any suspicious 
noise during the night. When Rudolph 
Chiniquy came down-stairs this morning 
he noticed that several objects in the room 
had been displaced. 

His attention was especially attracted by 
the presence of his father’s trousers on the 
sitting room floor. Later, investigation 
showed that a watch and some small change 


had not been taken. 
Son Discovers the Crime 


The door of the sleeping apartment of Mr. 
and Mrs. Chiniquy stood partly ajar, and 
young Chiniquy glanced into the room. Mr. 
and Mrs. Chiniquy lay upon the floor at 
the side of the bed, dcad. Blood stains ap- 
peared everywhere. Chiniquy was a muscu- 
lar man and probably grappled with his as- 
sailant before the death blow. 

It is believed Mr. and Mrs. Chiniquy 
heard sounds and tried to give an alarm. 
Before they could make themselves heard 
they were murdered. 

Iate tonight it developed that the mur- 
dered effected an entrance through a 
kitchen window. by remeving a pane so 
the sash could be raised. Under the win- 
dow on the inside was a box containing 
earth intended for plants. In the soft 
earth’ the imprints of a man’s knee were 
so plain that the diagonal weave of the 
g00ds was apparent. The garments of 
young Chiniquy were inspected, but no goods 
of that description were found. Blood- 
hounds from Darlington, Ind., will be put 
on the scent. . 

If robbery was the motive of the savage 
slaughter, the purpose failed. The theory. 
is that the murderer, after finding noth- 
ing of value in Mr. Chiniquy’s trousers or 
in the bureau he had ransacked, returned 
to the bedroom to make a more extended 
search, and that it was then he aroused the 


couple. 
Series of Robberies. 


Numerous burglaries have been committed 
in Kankakee County during the last two 
months, small places the size of St. Anne, on 
railroad connecting with Chicago, usually 
being selected. The last of these was com- 
mitted in Waldron last week when the safe 
| of H. Y. Swan was blown open and notes to 
| the value of $17,000 taken, no trace of which 

or the thieves has yet been discovered. 

The people of the French-Canadian Village 
of St. Anne are wild with rage and horror, 
and if the murderers are caught the shades 
of their being lynched are almost certain, 
Business was practically suspended today, 
and the excited people discussed nothing but 
the tragedy. 

City Marshal Dolan of Kankakee, who has 
returned from the scene of the murder, is 
not inclined to- the robbery theory. There 
was $2,000 insurance on Chimquy’s life, and 
$1,000 on the life of Mrs. Chimquy. 

Chicago detectives will be placed on the 
case, should the bloodhounds fail. 

The Coroner’s jury, after an extended 
session, adjourned till tomorrow without 
weaching a conclusion. 


MERCHANT ARRESTED BY CABLE 


James Flood of New York and Japan 
Held at San Francisco by Con- 
sul’s Order. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 18.—James Flood, 
senior partner of the firm of Ficod & Co., 
dealers in Oriental goods, with business- 
houses in,.New York end Kobe, Japan, was 
& passenger on the steamer Doric, which ar- 
rivec from Asiatic ports yesterday, and was 
placed under arrest by United States Mar- 
shal Shive. 

The Marshal's cause for making the arrest 
lay in a cable dispatch from the United 
States Consul at Kobe, charging Flood with 
fraud. 

The officers have learned that Flood went 
to Japan a few months ago to engage in 
business with his twin brother, who was the 
most extensive dealer in carpets and mat- 
tings in the Orient, besides being identified 
with a banking concern. His brother turned 
over the business to him and departed for the 
United States, going to New York. 

Flood would not state the nature of the 
trouble, but said it was on the advice of his 
attorneys that he decided to follow § his 
brother to the United States. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—The officials 
of the State department expressed a great 
deal of surprise at the report of the arrest 
of James Flood. Flood appears to have got- 
ten into difficulty at Kobe, the charge being 
embezzlement of bank funds. 

He started for the United States and 
United States Consul Lyon at Kobe notified 
the State department that he had directed 
the arrest of Flood. 

This was an unusual proceeding in view of 
the fact that the alleged offense was com- 
mitted in Japan and the Japanese govern- 
ment had not taken any steps to presecute 
Flood, and it is not plain that Flood can be 
detained by the California authorities. 


CRUELTY IN ARMY DISCIPLINE. 


West Virginia Officer May Be Court- 
Martialed for Inflicting Severe 
Punishment. 


Washington, D. C.. Oct. 18.—[Special.J— 
Lieutenant Colonel O’Brien Moore of the Sec- 
ond West Virginia Infantry will undoubtedly 
be ordered before ‘a ccurt-martial for his 
conduct in ordering three privates of that 
regiment “ spread-eagliec”’ at Mid@letown 
yesterday. These men were thrown to the 
ground and their hands and feet tied tc 
heavy stakes with stcut ropes for a slight 
infraction of discipline. Sentries were 
placed over the prostrate men and their 
faces were exposed to the burning glare 
of the sun for two hours. 

A case approaching this in severity was 
that which occurred at Fort Sheridan, when 
Captain Lovering ordered Private Ham- 
mond’s fect bound, and had him dragged 
across the’ parade grounds, and down a 
flight of stairs, prodding him with his sword. 

For this, it will be remembered, Lover- 
ing was court-martialed, but succceded in 
escaping with only a reprimand.

Sheriff Davenport at Virden Claims

Before Shooting. 


Virden, Il!., Oct. 18.—At the Coroner’s in- 
quest today Superintendent Lukins finished 
his.evidence without any new features be'ng 
elicited.

QUESTION OF CITIZENSHIP. 


San Juan de Porto Rico, Oct. 18.—Promptly 
at noon today the American flag was raised 
over San Juan. The ceremony was quiet 
and dignified, unmarred by disorder of any 
} kind. 

The Eleventh Regular Infantry, with two 
batteries of the Fifth Artillery, landed this 
morning. The latter proceeded to the forts, 
while the infantry lined up on the docks. 
It was a holiday for San Juan, and there 
were many people in the streets. 

Rear Admiral Schley and General Gor- 


to the palace in carriages. The Eleventh 
Infantry Regiment and band, with Troop H 
of the Sixth United States Cavalry, then 
marched through the streets and formed in 
the square opposite the pajace. 

At 11:40 a. m. General Brooke, Admiral 
Schley, and General Gordon, the United 
States Evacuation Commissioners, came out 
of the palace, with many naval officers, and 
formed on the right side of the square. The 
streets behind the soldiers were thronged 
with townspeople, who stood waiting in dead 
silence. 


At Noon Old Glory Rises. 


At last the city clock struck the hour of 12 
and the crowds, almost breathless and with 
eyes fixed upon the flagpole, watched for de- 
velopments. At the sound of the first gun 
from Fort Morro Major Dean and Lieuten- 
ant Castle of General Brooke's staff hoisted 
the Stars and Stripes while the band played 
the Spangled Banner.” 

All heads were bared and the crowds 
cheered. Fort Morro, Fort San Cristobal, 
and the United States revenue cutter Man- 
ning. lying in the harbor, fired twenty-one 
guns each. | 

Sefior Munoz Rivera, who was President of 
the recent autonomist council of secretaries, 
and other officials of.the late insular govern- 
ment, were present at the proceedings. 

Congratulations and handshaking among 
the American officers fo!lowed. Ensign King 
hoisted the Stars and Stripes over the in- 
tendencia, but all other flags on the various 
public buildings were hoisted by military 
officers. Simultaneously with the raising of 
the flag over the Captain General's palace 
many others were hoisted in different parts 


of the city. 
News Comes to Washington. 


Washington. D. C., Oct. 18—The War de- 
partment has received the following today: 

‘* San Juan. Porto Rico. Oct. 18.—Secretary 
of War, Washington, D. C.: Fiags have 
been raised on public buildings and forts in 
this city and saluted with national salutes. 
The occupation of the island is now complete. 

BRooKE. Chairman.”’ 

A copy of General Brooke's dispatch was 
sent to the President at Chicago immediately 
upon its receipt. 

At noon today. with the acquisition of the 
Island of Porto Rico by the United States, 
about 800,000 inhabitants of that island lost 
their Spanish citizenship. Madrid advices 
report that leading citizens in Porto Rico 
have already taken steps to become natural- 
ized as United States citizens. 

This is an error, for existing law provided 
no way in which this change of citizenship 
can be effected by the residents of the island. 
There is no United States Court there be- 
fore which a declaration of intention can be 
filed and. in fact. no machinery at all which 
can be put in motion tochange citizenship. 

It has been usual to provide for a bodily 
transfer of the sitizenship of people con- 
ditioned as those in Porto Rico, in the 
treaty of peace which terminates a war. 
It may be prudent, however, for the com- 
mission at Paris to avoid any reference to 
Porto Rico again. - 

In that case Congress will be called upon 
by the President toconfer citizenship upon 
the Porto Ricans in the same act as that 
which must be passed to provide a stable 
form of government for the island. Should 
either of these courses be found im- 
practicable, however, it is said at the de- 
partment that international law in its 
operation would confer American citizen- 
ship upon these Porto Ricans. : 


RETURNING FROM PORTO RICO. 


Order Announced in Which Troops Will 
Come—Third Illinois Low on 
Schedule. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin tonight received from Major 
General Brooke a dispatch announcing the 
order in which the volunteer troops would 
leave Porto Rico for the United States as 
follows: Sixth Massachusetts from San 
Juan Oct. 19, on Mississippi for Boston; 
Third Wisconsin will go next on Manitoba; 
Lancaster’s Battalion of Artillery next. The. 
next regiment to go will be the Third Illinois, 
the next the Fourth Ohio, and when the 
cavalry arrives the First Kentucky Volun- 
nt and the First Volunteer Engineer Regi- 
ment.
